SENATE PLAN ASSURES ACTION ON WAR RILL; 
CONGRESS TO FURNISH WILSON SINEWS OF RATTLE 


La Follette Halts Senate 
Action Oh War Measure; 
Both Houses Adjourn 
Until Wednesday Morning 


Washington, D. C., April 3.—At the meeting of the 
senate 


steering committee it was decided to hold a continuous session of 
the senate from ten o'clock tomorrow, until the "war bill" is acted 
upon. It is the purpose of the committee to prevent any filibuster-, 
ing or delay to the war resolution'- such as caused today by Senator- 
La' Toilette. 


Washington, D. C., April 3.—Pacifism, in the person of Senator 


La Follette, one of the "wilful twelve" today effectually blocked 
action on the "war resolution" in congress until 10 o'clock to- 
morrow. 


Through a parliamentary maneuver—demanding the regular 


order—he baited senate action on the resolution. Heated words 
followed. 


Martin declared the resolution must go through before any- 


thing else and in view of La Follette's demand for the regular or- 
der of business, caused an adjournment until tomorrow. 


The house committee, expecting passage of the senate amended 


war resolution, today had postpoed action until tomorrow, ex- 
pecting to ratify the senate action. 


The house adjourned today after having passed without objec- 


tion and without change, the $62,500,000 general 
deficiency 'bill 


which failed in the senate last session. The bill makes important 
appropriation for the army and navy. 


The war congress however, will soon do President Wilson's 


bidding and give htm whatever he .wishes for fighting Germany. 
Congress' leaders announced this today. The senate foreign affairs 
committee action in quickly reporting out a "war resolution" was 
taken as 'evidence of their spirit. That measure turned over to 
Wilson the fullest military power of the United States and pledged 
all the other resources of the nation. 


Republican house members, es- 


pecially Minority Leader Mann, 
talked of balking on having - 
"pay 
as you go" war—a war 


paid for chiefly by this genera- 
tion. But(the Democratic major- 
ity, said that idea, voiced hy Wil- 
son, would be heeded* Bonds will 
have to be provided for present 
expenses, it was thought. 


A'heavy tax on excess profits 


and big incomes will be the means 
of raising the bulk of the war rev- 
enue, it. was indicated. Just 
England takes sixty per cent of 
the war profits'and Germany 25 
per, cent, so will America lay 
heavy burden. 


President Wilson's suggestion 


for extending credit to the allies 


ll be heeded by congress.

fact, one of the foremost leaders 
statin! today: 


"The president, can have what 


lie wants. We will pass the credit 
for the allies and we will see to it 
that there is sufficient money to 
make this war a success."

COMPULSORY MILITARY TRAINING 


BILL INTRODUCED IN THE SENATE 


Washington, D. C., April 3.—A universal compulsory military training bill providing for im- 


mediate raising of an army of 500,000 men was introduced by Senator Chamberlain, chairman of the 
military affairs committee, today. 
. 


Under the provision of the bill the president would be empowered to call out all physically fit 


men of the age of 20 at once. As the necessity arises men of 21, 22 and 23 would be called. 
. 


Three to five million men will probably be raised for America's armies. At least one cabinet 


member wants three million as a minimum; army men recommend up to five million. 


The process will be to get them in groups of 500,000 as rapidly as they can be officered. 
Chamberlain says the "group can be obtained at an annual expense of $156,000,000 each; the 


general staff, however, estimated a far higher amount. 


The navy may be raised to 150,000 men.

SEEKS TO PROTECT PEOPLE AGAINST SERIOUS HARDSHIP 


"I 
SAY SUSTAINED SO FAR AS MAY BE 


EQUITABLE BY TAXATION BECAUSE IT SEEMS TO 
ME THAT IT WOULD BE MOST UNWISE TO BASE 
THE CREDITS WHICH WILL NOW BE NECESSARY 
ENTIRELY ON MONEY BORROWED. IT IS OUR DUTY, 
I MOST RESPECTFULLY URGE, TO PROTECT OUR 
PEOPLE SO FAR AS WE MAY AGAINST THE VERY 
SERIOUS HARDSHIPS AND EVILS WHICH WOULD 
BE LIKELY TO ARISE OUT OF THE INFLATION 
WHICH WOULD BE PRODUCED BY VAST LOANS. 


"In carrying out the measures by which these things are to be 


accomplished, we should keep constantly in mind the wisdom of in- 
terfering as little as possible in our own preparation and .in the 
equipment of our own military forces with the duty—for it will be 
a very practical duty—of supplying the nations already at war 
with Germany with the materials which they can obtain only from 
us or by our assistance. They are in the field and we should help 
them in every way to bfc effective there. 


"I shall take the liberty of suggesting, through the several 


executive departments of the government, for the consideration of 
your committee, measures for the accomplishment of the several 
objects I have mentioned. 


"I hope that it will be your pleasure to deal with them as hav- 


ing been framed after very careful thought by the branch cf the 
government upon which the responsibility of conducting the war 
and safeguarding the nation will most directly fall. 


"While we do these things, these deeply momentous things let 


us be very clear, and make very clear to all the world what our mo- 
tives and our objects are. My own thought has not been driven 
from its habitual and normal course by the unhappy events of the | 
last two months and I do not believe that the thought of the ua- j 
tion has been altered or clouded by them. 


"I have exactly the same things in mind now that I had in 


mind when I addressed the senate on the twenty-second of January 
last; the same that I had in mind when I addressed the congress on 
the third of February and on the twenty-sixth of February. 


HOPES FOR A LEAGUE OF SELF-GOVERNED NATIONS 


"Our object now, as then, is to vindicate the principles 


of peace and justice in the life of the world as against 
selfish and autocratic power and to set up amongst the 
really free and self-governed peoples of the world such a 
concert of purpose and of action as will henceforth ensure 


' the observance of those principles. Neutrality is no longer 


feasible or desirable where the peace of the world is in- 
volved and the freedom of its peoples and the menace to 
that peace and freedom lies in the existence of autocratic 
governments, backed by organized force which is controlled 
wholly by their will not by the will of their people. We 
have seen the last of neutrality in such circumstances. We 
are at the beginning of an age in which it will be insist- 
ed that the same standards of conduct and of responsibil- 
ity for wrong done shall be observed among nations and 
their governments that are observed among the individual 
citizens of civilized states. 


HAVE NO QUARREL WITH GERMAN PEOPLE 


"We have no quarrel with the German people. We have no 


feeling towards them but one of sympathy and friendship. It was 
not upon their impulse that their government acted in entering 
this war. It was not with their previous knowledge or approval. 
It was a war determined upon as wars used to be determined upon 
in the old, unhappy days when people were nowhere consulted by 
their rulers and wars were provoked and waged in the interest of 


may be for them, for the time being, to believe that this is spoken 
from our hearts. 


We have borne with their present government through all 


these bitter months because of that friendship—exercising a pati- 
ence and forbearance which would otherwise have been impossible. 
We shall, happily, still have an opportunity to prove that friend- 


dynasties or of little groups of ambitious men who are accustomed I ship Ln our dlily a"1""** and actions toward the millions of men 
to use their fellow men as pawns and tools. Self governed nations 
do not fill their neighbor states with spies or set the course of in- 
trigue to bring about some critical posture cf affairs which will 
give them an opportunity to strike and make conquest. 


"Such designs can be successfully worked out only under cov- 


er and where no one has the right to ask questions. Cunningly 
contrived plans of deception or aggression, carried, it may be, from 
generation to generation, can be worked out and kept from 
the 


light only within the privacy of courts or behind the carefully 
guarded confidences of a narrow and privileged class. They are 
happily impossible where public opinion commands and insists up- 
on full information concerning all the nation's affairs. 


"A steadfast concert for peace can never be main- 


tained except by partnership of democratic nations. No 
autocratic government 
could be trusted to keep faith 


within it or observe its covenants. It must be a league of 
honor, a .partnership of opinion. Intrigue would eat its 
vitals away; the plotting^ of inner circles, who could' plan 
what they would and render account to no one, would be a 
corruption seated at its very heart. Only free peoples can 
hold their purpose and their honor steady to a common end 
and prefer the-interests of mankind to any narrow inter- 
est of their own. 
SEES HOPE FOE FUTURE IN RUSSIAN REVOLUTION 
"Does not every American feel that assurance has been added

us and share our life, and we shall be proud to prove it towards all 
who are in fact loyal to their neighbors and to the government in 
the hour of test. They are, most of them, as true and loyal Ameri- 
cans as if they had never known any 
other fealty or allegiance. 


They will be prompt to stand with us in rebuking and restraining 
the few who may he of a different mind 
and 
purpose. If there 


should be disloyalty, it will be dealt with with stern repression, 
but if it lifts its head at all it will lift it only here and there and 
without countenance except from a lawless and malignant few. It 
is a distressing and oppressive duty gentlemen of the congress 
which I have performed in thus addressing you. 


MAY BE MONTHS OF TRIALS AHEAD 


There are, it may be, many months of fiery trial and sacrifice 


ahead of us. It is a fearful thing to lead this great peaceful people 
into war, into the most terrible and disastrous of all wars, civiliza- 
tion itself seeming to be in the balance. 
But the right is more 


precious than peace and we shall fight for the things which we have 
always carried nearest our hearts—for democracy, for the right of 
those, who submit to authority to have a voice in their own govern- 
ments, for the rights and liberties of small nations, for a universal 
dominion of right by such a concert of free peoples as shall bring 
peace and safety to all nations and make the world itself at last 
•free. 


"To such a task we can dedicate our lives and our fortunes,

Hmdreds of our citizens, men, women and children lie at the depths 
of the ocean, victims of wanton and murderous Prussian ruthless- 
ness 
Treasonable acts have been committed in our own country 


by agents of the Kaiser, plants have been bio™ up, factories have 
been burned, bombs have been manufactured here and placed m 
ships to work their destruction; attempts have been mado to incite 
other nations to attack us and portions of onr country have been 
promised to Heiico and to Japan if only they would join in with 
Germany and make war npon us. And so the limit has been reached 
and we go to war with Germany to vindicate our honor and to as- 
'sert our rights as a freo people. 


The war brings renewed obligations to every citizen of the re- 


public. Every man should repeat anew in his own heart the oath of 
allegiance and take counsel with himself. . Heretofore, when wo 
stood as an interested spectator, our sympathies may have swayed 
us this way and that, as ties of blood and kindred dominated our 
being. Today all thin is changed. As citizens of the United States 
we owe allegiance in deed arid thought alike to the United States 
alone. We should stand ready to support Iho government to the 
uttermost, be ready for any sacrifice to 'bring about the ultimate 
triumph 'o't our arms. Every man can do his part, in some way he 
can assist his country, and every man in thia country is expected to 
do his part, whatever it may be. 


We have recently alluded to the fact that Portsmouth citizen;!, 


whether native or foreign born, were loyal citizens, and we wish 
to repeat this statement. Wo have been following events pretty 
closely, locally, and wo know our people. It brings added sorrow 
to many of our fellow citizens, who have been 'bound to the country 
with which we are at war by the closest ties of relationship. They 
have hoped and prayed for a way out of onr difficulty without war, 
bnt through it all they have been and they arc, first of all, Amer- 
icans and thoy are standing with the country of their adoption. 
We are prond of the fact that while in other communities there has 
been bred much ill feeling on account of war disputes, in Ports- 
mouth we have been singularly free from this, and wo hope that the 
state of affairs will continue. And it will continue if every man 
and woman will contribute his •mile to the general good by guarded 
conduct and careful speech. We are al war now. 
It is not a ques- 


tion of why or what. It is simply our country first, last and all the 
lime. 


There may be some in our midst who owe allegiance to the for- 


eign government with whom we are at war. As put -by the secre- 
tary of war, Mr. Baker, all that is asked of them is that they go 
about their 'business as usual, attend to their own affairs and re- 
frain from acts contrary to our laws. If they do this, they will find 
the same treatment from our people and from our authorities as in 
times of peace. They will be protected, their lives and their prop- 
erty will he as safe as they havo ever been. But both here and else- 
where in this land there will be stem dealing with the foreign citizen 
who takes advantage of his presence here to give aid and comfort 
to the enemy.

Chairman Stone of the foreign relations committee, announced

"I will pass it on to Senator Hitchcock," said Stone. 
Hitchcock, ranking Democratic member of the committee, 


handled the president's armed neutrality measure. 


"If Senator Hitchcock is not in sympathy with the measure," 


continued Stone, "we will leave it to Senator Swanson." 


War 


Washington, D. C., April 3.—Declaring Germany's recent acts are "acts of war" and recognizing the existence of a state of 


war between the United States and Germany, the administration war resolution was presented in the house Inst ni^ht after the 
president spoke. 


Chairman Flood, sponsor for it, had altered it slightly from the one he gave out yesterday. As the measure now stands it 


places the responsibility squarely on Germany by calling her acts, acts of war. Moreover, it recognizes a state of war rather than 
of "belligerency" as the first one did. 


The revised resolution reads: ' 
"Joint Resolution. 
"Declaring that a state of war exists between the Imperial German government and the government and people of the United 


States and making provision to prosecute the same: 


"Whereas, the recent acts of the Imperial German government are acts of war against the government and people of the 


United States:

"Kesolved, by the senate and house of representatives of the United States of America in congress assembled that the state 


of war between the United States and the Imperial German government which has thus been thrust upon the United States is 
hereby formally declared; and, 


"That the president be, and he is hereby authorized and directed to take immediately, steps not only to put the country 


in a thorough state of defense, but also to exert all of its power and employ all of its resources to carry on war against the Im- 
perial German government and to bring the conflict to a successful termination."

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Washington, April 2—President Wilson in his momentous ad- 


dress to congress tonight said: 


"Gentlemen of the Congress: 
"I have called the congress into extraordinary session because 


there are serious, very serious choices cf policy to be made and 
made immediately, which it was neither right nor constitutionally 
permissible that I should assume the responsibility of making. 


"On the third of February last I officially laid before you the 


extraordinary announcement of the Imperial German 
government 


that on and after the first day of February it was its purpose to 
put aside all restraints of law or of humanity and use its submarines 
to sink every vessel that sought to approach either the ports of 
Great Britain and Ireland or the western coasta of Europe or any 
of the ports controlled by the enemies of Germany within the 
Mediterranean. That had seemed to be the object of the German 
submarine warfare earlier in the war, but since April of last year I 
the Imperial German government had somewhat 
restrained the 


commanders c£ its undersea craft in conformity with promise then 
given to us that passenger boats should not be sunk and that due 
warning would be given to all other vessels which its submarines 
might seek to destroy, when no resistance was offered or escape at- 
tempted and care taken that their crews were given at least a fair 
chance to save their lives in their open boats. The precautions tak- 
en were meager and haphazard enough, as was proved in distress- 
ing instance after instance in the progress of the cruel and unman- 
ly business, but a certain degree of restraint was observed. The new 
policy has swept every restriction aside. 


"Vessels of ever;- kind, whatever their flag, their character, 


their cargo, their destination, their errand, have been ruthlessly 
sent to the bottom without warning and without thought of help 
or mercy for those on board, the vessels of friendly neutrals along 
with those of belligerents. 


HOSPITAL AND BELIEF SHIPS SUNK 


"Even hospital ships and ships carrying relief to the sorely be- 


reaved and stricken people of Belgium, though the latter were pro- 
vided with safe conduct through the prescribed areas by the Ger- 
man government itself 
and were distinguished by unmistakable 


marks of identity, have been sunk with the same reckless lack of 


compassion or of principle. 


"I was for a little while unable to believe that such things 


would in fact be done, by any government that had hitherto sub- 
scribed to the humane practices of the civilized law. International 
law had ita origin in the attempt to set up some law which would 
be respected and observed upon the seas, where no nation had right 
of dominion and where 'ay the free highways of the world. By pain- 
ful stage after stage has that law been built up, with meagre enough 
results indeed, after all wns accomplished that could be accom-1 
plished, but always with a dear view at least of what the heart and. 
conscience of mankind demanded. This minimum of right the Ger-: 
man government has swept aside under the plea of retaliation and 
necessity and became it h,-,d no weapons which it could use at sea; 
except those which it is impossible to employ as it is employing 
them without throwing to the v.inds all scruples of humanity or of 
respect for the understandings that were supposed to underlie the : 
Intercourse of the world. I am not now thinking- of the loss of j 
property involved, immense and serious as that is, but only of the j 
wanton nnd wholesale destruction of the lives of non-combatants, j 
men, women and children, engaged in pursuits which have always, j 
even in the darkest periods of modern history, been deemed inno- j 
cent and legitimate. Property ran be paid for; the lives of peace-! 
ful and innocent people cannot be. The present German submarine. 
warfare against commerce is a warfare against mankind. It is a; 
war against all nations. American ships have been sunk. American 
lives taken, in ways which it has stirred us very deeply to learn of. 
but the shins and peoplo of other neutrals and friendly nations have 
been sunk and overwhelmed in the waters in the same way. There 
has been no discrimination. The challenge is to all mankind. Each 
nation must decide for itself how it will meet it.

Treasonable acts have been committed in our own country 
iiv agents of the Kaiser, plants have been blown up, factories have 
Iwu burned, bombs have been manufactured here and placed in 
^liips to work their destruction; attempts have been made to incite 
oilier nations to attack us and portions of our country have been 
promised to Mexico and to Japan if only they would .join in with 
licrmauy and make war upon us. And so the limit has been reached 
and we go to war with Germany to vindicate our honor and to as- 


s.-i-t our rights as a free people. 


The war brings renewed obligations to every citizen of the re- 


public. Every man should repeat anew in his oivn heart the oath of 
allegiance and take counsel with himself. 
Heretofore, when \ve 


stood as an interested spectator, our sympathies may have swayed 
us this way and that, as tics of blood and kindred dominated our 
being. Today all this is changed. As citizens of the United .States 
we owe allegiaucc in deed and thought alike to the United States 
nlono. We should stand ready to support the government to the 
uttermost, be ready for an.v sacrifice to bring about the ultimate 
iriinnph of our arms. E-vcry man can do his part, in some way he 
can assist bis country, and every man in this country is expected to 
do bis part, whatever it may be. 


We have recently alluded to the fact that Portsmouth citizens, 


whether native or foreign born, were loyal citizens, and we wish 
10 repeat this statement. 
We have been following events pretly 


elnsely, locally, and we know our people. It brings added sorrow 
in many of our fellow citizens, who have been bound to the country 
\vith which we are at war by the closest ties of relationship. They 
have hoped and prayed for a way out of our difficulty without wa.r, 
hut through it all they have been and they are, first of all, Amer- 
icans and they are standing with the country of their adoption. 
\Ve are proud of the fact that while in other communities there has 
hren bred much ill feeling on account of war disputes, in Ports- 
iiiiiuth we have been singularly free from this, and we hope that the 
state of affairs will continue. And it will continue if every man 
and woman will contribute his mite to the general good by guarded 
conduct and careful speech. We arc at war now. Jt is not a ques- 
tion of why or what. It is simply our country first, last and all the 
time. 


There may be some in our midst who owe allegiance to the for- 


eign government with whom we are at war. As put by the sccre- 
tiiry of war, .Mr. Baker, all that is asked of them is that they go 
iiiinnt their business as usual, attend to their own affairs and re- 
frain from acts contrary to our laws. If they do this, they will find 
Ihe same treatment from our people and from our aulhoritics as in 
nines of peace. They will be protected, their lives and their prop-
